The Executive Secretary brought up the matter of possibilities of securing 
Roland Hayes for a recital in the Fall, After much discussion, it was 
decided that we undertake the recital, One condition was that the Exec- 
utive Secretary should call members of the Board who were not present and 
get their opinions. The detaile of arrangement were to be worked out by 
the Executive Secretary, 


Ur, Nevius brought up the matter of more active interest on the part of 
the Colored people in the community in the Community Chest, He suggested 
that the four Colored organizations, participating in the Welfare Federa- 
tion, ie, NJUrban League, Council of Colored Boy's Work, Sojourner Truth 
Branch YWCA, and the Colored Home for Aged hold joint meetings in the 
Churches, giving infermation to the people about the Federation, The 
Proposal was well received and action was promised.
